4. (U) Turning to immigration, EM Ahern said that he just 
wanted to mention concern in Ireland about an estimated 
25,000 undoGiimented Irish citizens in the U.S. 
Acknowledging that this represented an insignificant 
portion of the overall immigration problem for the U.S. he 
observed that this is a political issue in Ireland, as 
many have a family member in the U.S. whose ability to 
travel home for funerals, weddings, etc. is curtailed by 
their undocumented status. He also noted Irish support 
for the provisions of the Kennedy-McCain immigration 
legislation that would provide some relief of this 
situation. The Secretary said that immigration was an 
enormously difficult issue and that the President was 
working hard to balance the competing views to craft a 
reasonable and fair immigration policy.

11. (U) As the meeting prepared to break up, the Secretary 
brought up one last topic. We need, she said, not to lose 
sight of the "forgotten success" in Afghanistan. 
Afghanistan's economy is currently dependent on aid and 
poppy r We need to work with them to help to build a 

sustainable economy. 

12. (U) The FM also used the opportunity to bring up the 
importance of U.S. engagement in helping to move forward 
the reform agenda at the UN, a process in which he is very 
much involved. The Secretary agreed on the inportance of 
the reform agenda and noted that those, such as the 
Jamaicans and the G77, seeking to block reform need to be 
more realistic. She also noted that, without reform, 
moving U.S. contributions through Congress was going to 
beccme increasingly difficult.
